persons,

Catholics, crowded 
into the Opera 
House Thursday night, filling every 
seat in the building as well as spe­ 
cial chairs placed upon the stage, to 
hear Dr. J. H. Hawkins of W est V ir­ 
ginia talk “About the Ku Klux Klan.” 
Th^ speaker made only one re f­ 
erence to the 
action 
of Brigadier 
General 
Milton 
A. 
Reckord, 
com­ 
m ander of the National Guard, who 
interfered with the original plans 
of the Klan to hold a m eeting in the 
State Armory by the following com­ 
munication to Capt. John Magin of 
thb State Armory Board: 
“ I have just been advised you have 
authorized the use of the Armory for 
a m eeting of the Ku Klux Klan De­ 
cember 14. 
I disapprove the use of 
the Armory for such m eetings. 
You 
will, therefore, cancel the reserva­ 
tion, and under no condition will you 
allow this meeting, or m eetings of 
sim ilar character, to be held in the 
Armory.” 
“ I know,” said Dr. Hawkins, “that 
the negroes did not institute this ac­ 
tion against us. 
I know the Jews 
had nothing to do with it. If I accuse 
unjustly any other known opponents 
of the Ku Klux Klan of having this 
thing done, I am ready to apologize. 
“The purpose of tnis m eeting is 
to tell the truth about ourselves. The 
newspapers will not print the truth, 
even when paid to do so. The reason 
for this is th at 80 per cent of the 
newspapers in the United States are 
subversive to foreign control. 
“Every 
accusation 
of 
outrages 
perpetrated by the Klan is untrue.” 
The meeting had been widely ad­ 
vertised and was to have been held 
in the State Armory, but the tele­ 
gram received from General 
Reck­ 
on!, printed above, made necessary 
a change of plans, and the Opera 
House w'as secured. 
Klansmen allege 
that a delegation from W estm inster 
visited Governor Ritchie Tuesday, and 
that the withdrawal of permission to 
use the armory was upon Hts order.

Thursday to participate further in the 
hearings before the House Judiciary 
Committee 
on

impeachment 
charge^ brought by him against A t­ 
torney 
General 
D augherty. 
Char­ 
acterizing the hearings as a “comic , 
opera performance,” he declared he 
would be untrue to his responsibility 
as a member of the House if he as­ 
sisted further in a “barefaced attem pt 
to whitewash Harry M. Daugherty.” 
Immediately after he had announc­ 
ed ’his withdrawal, the committee in 
©pen session and without leaving its 
place, voted to go on with the hear­ 
ings; to subpoena 
M r. 
Keller as a 
witness, to put bim under oath and 
to question him as to the basis for 
his charges of high crimes and mis­ 
demeanors against the Attorney Gen­ 
eral. 
Later he w'as summoned form ­ 
ally by the House sergeant-at-arm s 
to appear before the committee at 
10.30 A. M. today. 
Uproar At Hearing 
This turn in the proceedings came 
w ith dramatic suddenness and was 
attended by a 
tum ult 
and 
uproar 
seldom witnessed in a Congressional j 
committee 
room. 
A fter absenting i 
him self much of the day Mr. Keller 
appeared with a typewritten state­ 
m ent in his hand 
and 
announced 
th at he desired to read it to the com­ 
m ittee. 
He was refused the oppor­ 
tunity, but later made public the state­ 
m ent, which dealt in detail with his 
reasons for refusing to go on, and 
embodied a demand that the com­ 
m ittee favorably report his resolu­ 
tion to the House, so that he might 
present his evidence “to an unbiased 
committee in the proper way.” 
“I reiterate now’,” the statem ent 
s<aid. “that I am in possession of evi­ 
dence ample to prove 
Harry 
M. 
Daugherty guilty of all of the high 
crim es and misdemeanors with which 
I have charged him.” • 
Wants Keller Sworn 
Mr. Keller came into the committee 
goom after a brief suspension of the 
hearing which 
was 
requested 
by 
Jackson S. Ralston, counsel for Mr. 
Keller, in order th at he might con­ 
fe r mitli the Minnesota representa­ 
tive. 
When Mr. Keller asked to be 
heard Paul Howland, counsel for Mr. 
D augherty, demanded that the com­ 
m ittee proceed with the hearing ir. 
th e regular order agreed upon, un­ 
less Mr. Keller desired to give tes­ 
timony, in which event he should be 
Kworn. 
Announcing that he did not have to 
bt* sw’orn, Mr. Keller said his state­ 
m ent had to do with the “conduct of 
this hearing,” and he demanded the 
rig h t to read it. 
“Is it your object to lecture the 
com m ittee?” inquired Representative 
Goodykoontz of W est Virginia. 
“ I may,” was the response.
